Bocian et al., 6,381,169, clearly disclose: 

1) the teaching "exposing the storage medium to an external electric field to produce an electric field oscillation having characteristic 
frequency and detecting the characteristic frequency" (see lines 60-63, column 5) which is read on the feature "applies an external 
stimulus to the memory cell to effect at least one of an electrical and optical property associated with the memory cell"; 

2) the teaching "the oxidation state of the memory cell is then set by changing the potential at the reference electrode 103 (e.g. by 
changing the reference electrode negative to the desired voltage(e.g. using sinusoidal voltammetry) via working electrode 101. In this 
preferred format, the oxidation state is assayed by measuring current. By measuring current at working electrode 101 (comparing) and 
setting the state with the reference electrode (threshold value), the measurement is not (not shown comparator) made at the place the 
potential is applied" (see lines 23-32, column 49) which is read on a comparator that compares a value of the at least one of an electrical 
and optical property with a threshold value to determine a program state of the memory cell;
